Checking Up On Brakés| 


Can your car stop within 30 
feet from 20 mph? There should 
be no™tendency for the car to 
swerve, .néne of .the wheels 
should lock, and the pedal pres- 
sure should not be* higher than 
ean be exerted by any’.normal 
driver, ss 

If your car does not meet these 
requirements it may be unsafe 
to drive. 

An easy test to show whether 
cne wheel is being, braked in ex- 
cess of the others is make by 
braking ‘hard at a low speed on 
a loose surface, such as gravel. 
‘The .wheel on which there is 
excessive braking will produce a 
marked skid. 5 


Incorrect equalisation of the 
brakes and rough application 
will introduce a seriotis risk of 
losing directional control on wet 


,oY loose surfaces. 


Hydraulic brake systems on 
modern cars ensure that equal 
power is applied throughout the 
system. Any uneven braking is 
due to either faulty linings or 
drums. 


Leakages of lubricant into the 
brakes cause the brake shoes to 
grab. The only remedy is to have 
the brake relined, and, of course, 
nave the oil seals renewed. It 
would be a good idea to have the 
other shoes on the saine axle re~ 
lined at the same time to pre~ 
serve the balance. 

In fitting new linings it is ins 
portant to ensure that each end 
of the new linings’ be chamfered 
off for some distance back. 

If the brake drum does not 
run true, grabbing will result. 
Trueing-up must be done in a 
lathe if the drums have grooves 





scored in them. Scoring is usual- 


ly caused when the linings wear 
down and the rivets‘ come into 
eontact with the drums. It pays 
to remove a front wheel every 
5000 miles ta imspect the brake 
lining. 

It is now possible to have lin- 
ings attached by bonding, thus 
extending the life-of the linings 
by .the absence of rivets. 


The life of brakes depends on 
the driver. 
uses engine resistance, as much 
as possible, by leaving the clutch 
in until just before stopping.
